In its fiscal note response to the Department of Legislative Services, MDE (MDE or the Department)
requested 4 positions (one environmental compliance specialist, one outreach specialist, one database
specialist, and one data entry operator). However, upon closer review of the legislation MDE would like to
amend the fiscal impact the legislation will have on the Department.

The Department will be guided in enforcement by “grounds for suspecting...[a] violation™ e.g., a report that
there may be a problem, rather than a need to proactively provide for inspections or chemical analyses for the
BDEs, and that the person responsible for the manufacture, sale or distribution of the product would need to
provide certification that it is compliant with the requirements.

With a better understanding of the requirements of the sections referenced above, the fiscal impact can be
reduced to retain only the listed outreach specialist; the three other positions originally requested can be
dropped from the note.
